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Skateboarders upset 
by new park delays 


THE development of a world-class 
skate park in Northampton will be 
delayed by two months after new 
plans for the scheme were revealed. 

A group of skateboarders and BMX riders 
from across Northampton have been work- 
ing for a number of years on plans to build a 
skate park at Midsummer Meadow, off Bed- 
ford Road, near the town centre. 

The plans were due to be approved by 
Northampton Borough Council’s planning 
committee next month. But this week, Guild- 
hall officials revealed new plans would see 
the park moved 164ft. 

The council’s cabinet member for regen- 
eration, Councillor Tim Hadland (Con, Old 
Duston) said: “When the plans were submit- 
ted earlier in the year, the impact of the road 
improvements necessary to serve the develop- 
ing Nunn Mills site was not fully appreciated. 
This is an area where regeneration is coming 
forward rapidly and we have to be flexible and 
able to respond to changing circumstances to 
take full advantage of all the opportunities to 
bring prosperity to the town. 

“Against a very tough financial back- 
drop we still remain committed to spending 
£250,000 to develop a skatepark in North- 
ampton. The delay to the project will only be 
about two months 

“T hope anyone who feels let down will be 
patient and understand it is on the way.” 

But the leader of the Northampton 
Skatepark Action Group, Kevin Charles, 
said: “We wanted this to be open by the sum- 
mer holidays for obvious reasons, but it’s 
now been pushed back. We can’t understand 
how in December they were all for the origi- 
nal site, but now they have decided to change 
it. We are very frustrated.”

Review for 
residential 
Car parking 


A FULL review of residents’ park- 
ing zones in Northampton is to 
be launched after years of com- 
plaints about the controversial 
scheme. 

Residents-only parking areas 
were introduced in a number of 
Northampton’s most congested 
streets several years ago. 

But many residents complained 
the high number of permits is- 
sued made it difficult for drivers 
to find spaces and the strict time 
limits for when permits must be 
displayed made it difficult for 
many people to have visitors. 

The issue reached a head in Sep- 
tember last year when former MP 
Tony Clarke, who is now a mem- 
ber of Northamptonshire County 
Council, won an appeal against 
tickets given to him by the author- 
ity after successfully claiming the 
parking zones were not being op- 
erated properly. 

County Hall is now reviewing all 
parking zones, asking residents if 
they still supported the idea of 
parking permits, what hours they 
should be used and whether the 
number of permits issued to each 
house should be limited. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “We’ve been carrying out 
an area-by- area review of park- 
ing restrictions across the county 
over the past two years. 

“We’re now looking at North- 
ampton and are carrying out a 
review of all residents’ parking 
zones in the town to ensure they’re 
fit for purpose and still meet the 
needs of the community. 

“Consultation is now starting 
with a view to implementing any 
changes at the end of the year.”

a seizure on a bus journey 


Tom hailed 


a hero after 
saving baby 


AYOUNG student saved the 
day when a baby suffered a 
sudden seizure on a North- 
ampton bus. 

Tom Winfield, aged 19, of Fir 
Tree Walk in Westone, Northamp- 
ton, was making his way home last 
Tuesday at around 10pm when the 
bus he was travelling on came to 
an abrupt stop. 

Mr Winfield, who is studying 
human physiology at the Univer- 
sity of Portsmouth, said he saw a 
mother and father rush off the bus 
with their little boy. 

He said they laid him on a grass 
verge near to where the bus had 
stopped just after Abington Park 
in Wellingborough Road, Abing- 
ton. 

He said people crowded around 
the baby, who looked to be about a 
year old, and he decided to get off 
the bus to see if he could help. 

Mr Winfield, who has been at- 
tending weekly first aid sessions at 


university since September, said: 
“T didn’t know what was going on 
but as soon as I realised something 
was wrong I wondered if I should 
see if I could help because I know 
first aid. 

“T thought to myself, what is 
the point in knowing first aid if 
Tm not going to use it when it is 
needed, so I got off the bus to see 
if I could help.” 

The incident was the first time 
Mr Winfield had used his first aid 
skills in a real life situation. 

He said he checked to see if the 
boy’s airways were blocked and 
put him in a safe position until 
paramedics arrived at the scene. 

Mr Winfield, who works part- 
time in a warehouse in Market 
Harborough, said: “I am really 
glad I took up the first aid course. 

“T never thought I would have to 
use it in a situation like that but 
it just hits home how important it 
is and I am happy I could help in 
some way.”

This painting is definitely mid-19th 
century and further, has been attributed 
to Miss Bronte by the artist at the time of 
painting.” 

The portrait is set to go on sale on Febru- 
ary 23 and is estimated to sell for between 
£3,000 and £4,000. 


out by council 


PLANS to build a new housing estate 
in Brixworth were dismissed follow- 
ing objections by an MP, eight parish 
councils and 3,000 residents. 

More than 100 members of the public at- 
tended a planning meeting at Daventry Dis- 
trict Council’s offices, where the application 
to develop 150 new homes to the south west of 
the village was rejected by the committee. 

Chairman of the council’s planning com- 
mittee, Councillor Frank Wiig (Con, Brix- 
worth), presided over the meeting and all 
members voted against the development. 

Bob Chattaway, a former Brixworth parish 
councillor, who resigned in order to fight the 
plans and form the Brixworth Against New 
Estates campaign group, outlined his objec- 
tions to the plans at the meeting. 

Following the meeting, he said: “It’s won- 
derful news. We are determined to stop Brix- 
worth becoming an urban sprawl. We value 
the countryside.” 

Mr Chattaway said the development would 
place further strain on the village’s facilities, 
including schools, shops and the doctors’ sur- 
gery, which he said were full to capacity. 


He added: “The village is not sustainable 
any more. 

“We have had support from all over the 
village and support from surrounding vil- 
lages as those residents have to use the same 
strained facilities.” 

There is a possibility that the developers 
may appeal the decision and Mr Chattaway 
said: “This may only be round one but we are 
prepared to fight it all of the way. It’s essen- 
tial that we do for Brixworth.” 

The proposed site is a field rented by a lo- 
cal farmer from the Society of Merchant Ven- 
turers, who bought it and several more acres 
around the village in the 1970s. 

As well as the homes, Carter Jonas wanted 
to install allotments and a play area. 

Mike Robinson, associate planner at Cart- 
er Jonas, Oxford, said: “We expected the de- 
cision given the level of opposition and the 
council officer’s recommendation to the com- 
mittee to refuse the application.” 

Around 3,000 people signed a_ petition 
against the proposal, 800 wrote formal objec- 
tion letters and MP Chris Heaton-Harris and 
eight parish councils of neighbouring villag- 
es, including Brixworth, raised objections.

Car crash 
claims lives 


of two teens 


POLICE have urged motor- 
ists to take care when driv- 
ing after a car crash claimed 
the lives of two teenagers 
in Northamptonshire. 

Charlotte Filer, aged 17 and 19- 
year-old Ryan Kirk died as a result 
of the crash in Grafton Under- 
wood last Tuesday night. 

The double fatal means three 
people have now died on the coun- 
ty’s roads in the first two weeks 
of 2012. Just 19 people died in the 
whole of 2011, the lowest figure 
since records began. 

Sgt Hugh Dixon, of Northamp- 
tonshire Police’s collision inves- 
tigation team, said: “Sadly, road 
deaths can be a bit like buses, none 
for ages and a load come along at 
once. 

“Last year we had seven in a 
month, that’s more than a third of 
our yearly total, so a spate like this 
is not indicative of what the rest 
of the year will be like. 


“But just because the stats were 
low last year does not mean we can 
be complacent. People still need to 
drive with caution.” 

Miss Filer, who was studying 
hairdressing at Tresham College, 
and Mr Kirk, of Briggs Lodge, 
Denford Ash near Thrapston, died 
following the crash on Warkton 
Road near Grafton Underwood at 
6.50pm on Tuesday. 

Their yellow Citroen Saxo car 
crossed the carriageway and was 
in collision with a silver Vauxhall 
Astra travelling in the opposite di- 
rection. 

The driver of the Astra, a 33- 
year-old woman from Kettering, 
was taken to Kettering General 
Hospital but was not seriously in- 
jured. 

Miss Filer was pronounced dead 
at the scene and Mr Kirk died later 
in hospital.

THE DEVELOPMENT of a 
landmark glass cube near 
Northampton town centre 
has been approved by of- 
ficials, despite concerns 
about where the 325 people 
who will work in the build- 
ing will park. 

The West Northamptonshire De- 
velopment Corporation (WNDC) 
first revealed plans for the six-sto- 
rey Innovation Cube to be built op- 
posite the town’s railway station in 
November last year. 

The building is designed as a 
home for small businesses, includ- 
ing ones created as a result of re- 
search and development at The 
University of Northampton. 

Plans for the building were ap- 
proved by the WNDC’s planning 
committee for Northampton last 
night, despite officials revealing 
the completed building would only 
have three parking spaces, which

would be reserved for disabled 
drivers. 

Explaining how the parking 
problem would be tackled, the 
WNDC’s_ regeneration manager, 
Paul Quinn, said people working 
at the Cube would be able to park 
in the nearby Chalk Lane public 
car park. 

He said: “We know people will 
come to the building in their cars, 
but there are a number of under- 
used car parks that are not far 
from the building.” 

Explaining the ethos behind the 
cube, he added: “It says Northamp- 
ton is ready and open for business 
and we believe it’s an important 
step forward for the economic re- 
generation of the town. It’s a bold 
proposal when the economy is at a 
low ebb, but we believe the time is 
right for Northampton.” 

The building will cost a total of 
£6.5 million, with funding coming 
from a number of sources, includ- 
ing the European Union. 


Costs of commuting 
raised in Parliament 


THE INCREASING amount hav- 
ing to be paid by Northampton’s 
rail commuters has been raised 
by Ed Miliband in the Houses of 
Parliament. 

During a fiery argument with 
the Prime Minister, the leader 
of the opposition claimed North- 
ampton’s commuters were pay- 
ing too much to get to London 
following an increase in ticket 
prices during the New Year. 

Calling on the Prime Minister 
to scrap a policy change which 
he said allowed train companies 
to increase ticket prices by up to 
11 per cent, Mr Miliband said: 
“That’s why someone travelling 


from Northampton to London 
will see a rise in a season ticket 
of over £300. Will you now stand 
up to the train companies, get a 
better deal for commuters and 
change your policy?” 

The debate, which came dur- 
ing the first Prime Minister’s 
Questions of the year, then de- 
scended into an argument over 
which party was responsible for 
the increases in ticket prices. 

Mr Cameron admitted the 
only way of raising money for 
the railways was through ticket 
prices or taxes, but insisted the 
Government was investing in 
railways.

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Workers praised 
for rescuing man 
from burning car 


heroic Highways 
aie road maintenance 
workers have been praised 
by Northamptonshire Po- 
lice for rescuing a motorist 
from a burning car. 

Richie Stripp and Tony Austin, 
who work for Highways Agency 
contractor, AOne+, maintain- 
ing motorways and major trunk 
roads in the East Midlands, were 
returning from a repair job when 
they came across the accident 
near the Wootton junction on the 
A45. 

Mr Stripp said: “There were 
several members of the public 
already on the scene and clearly 
panicking about what to do. When 
we arrived in our maintenance 
vehicle and high-viz clothing, all 
eyes turned to us for assistance.” 

Before they knew what was 
happening the car caught fire, 
with the dazed driver still trapped 
inside. 

Mr Stripp added: “Neither of 
us gave it a second thought; we 
knew instinctively that we had to 
get the driver out and move the 
onlookers away from the incident

in case the vehicle exploded.” 

Mr Austin added: “Once we 
had got the driver safely out of 
the car, we also closed the slip 
road using the cones aboard our 
vehicle to stop other motorists 
coming to harm and also to allow 
the emergency services to get im- 
mediate access to the scene once 


they arrived.” 

The driver concerned, who 
wished to remain anonymous, 
has expressed his sincere grati- 
tude to the pair. 

Superintendent Sean Bell, from 
Northamptonshire Police, said: 
“Immediately, without regard 
for their own safety, the crew 
had gone to the burning car and 
between them got the driver out, 
consciously asking what injuries 
he had sustained. 

“The driver was having a medi- 
cal episode and was unable to 
help himself. When he finally 
came round he had no recollec- 
tion of what had happened and 
where he was. 

“Not only did they rescue the 
driver but managed to keep all 
the public back and close the slip 
road prior to us arriving with the 
fire service, thus keeping others 
safe as well. 

“Tf Richie and Tony had not 
acted in such a fashion, it may 
have become a fatality.”

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DOZENS of jobs could be 
lost at Barclaycard’s head- 
quarters in Northampton 
after the firm yesterday an- 
nounced plans to cut more 
than 400 posts across the 
country. 

The job cuts will hit Barclays 
technology and infrastructure 
divisions, with a total of 422 jobs 
facing the axe up and down the 
country. 

The Mercury & Citizen under- 
stands the majority of the losses 
will hit Barclays offices else- 
where in the country, particular- 
ly in Cheshire. However, between 
80 and 50 jobs could still be axed 
at its offices in Brackmills. 

The technology division is 
believed to provide services for 
both Barclays and Barclaycard 
across the UK. 

The firm said it would make 
every effort to mitigate compul- 
sory redundancies, pointing out 
that the 422 job losses represent- 
ed less than one per cent of its 
UK staff. 

Barclays denied allegations 
from union leaders that work 
was being transferred to Lithua- 
nia, saying the cuts were part of 
“essential changes” to its tech- 
nology and infrastructure divi- 
sion. 

A spokesman said: “We need

to make essential changes to our 
technology and infrastructure 
division so that we can innovate 
in new technologies and services 
for our customers and be as effec- 
tive and efficient as possible. 

“Whilst regrettably this will 
mean job losses, we will make 
every effort to mitigate com- 
pulsory redundancies and are 
working closely with Unite and 
impacted staff.” 

The bank said it would open a 
voluntary redundancy register 
under moves to minimise com- 
pulsory job losses. 

David Fleming, national of- 
ficer of the Unite union, said the 
vast majority of the cuts would 


hit staff in Cheshire. He said: 
“The decision by Barclays Tech- 
nology to cut 422 jobs is a New 
Year’s blow for the staff. 

“Unite has strongly opposed 
the sending of some of this work 
to Lithuania, when there are al- 
ready highly-trained workers 
carrying out this work. 

“The vast majority of jobs will 
be going from Radbrooke Hall, 
Cheshire. There will also be jobs 
cut in Northampton and a scat- 
tering among other sites around 
the country,” he claimed. 

The news came after the Royal 
Bank of Scotland announced the 
loss of up to 4,760 jobs across its 
businesses.

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Town council 


to adopt CCTV 


COUNCILLORS have 
voted to save the 
CCTV system in Dav- 
entry town centre 
after nine months of 
uncertainty, but only 
after a nail-biting de- 
cision that rested on 
a single vote. 

Daventry Town Council 
this week voted to take 
over responsibility for the 
town’s security cameras, 
and it will now out-source 
the service. 

The meeting was told 
unless the town council 
voted to adopt the service, 
Daventry District Council 
(DDC) — which currently 
owns and pays for the 
cameras — would start to 
dismantle it from April. 

The district council is 
currently paying North- 
ampton Borough Council 
to run the system in the 
town. 


he district council 
Bearer in April last 
year it would withdraw its 
funding for the cameras. 

But the deal agreed 
on Monday will instead 
see the town council 
pay £32,000 in 2012/2013, 
with £15,000 from the dis- 
trict council and £10,000 
from Northamptonshire 
Police. 

However, the decision to 
take over the cameras was 
opposed by some members 
of the town council. 

Councillor Maureen 
Luke said: “CCTV doesn’t 
just benefit people from 
Daventry. It is the hub for 
the district and the cam- 
eras benefit everyone who 
comes here.” 

Councillor Mark Wes- 
ley said: “I was sceptical, 
to say the least, of CCTV 
when the issue was first 
raised, but the more I’ve 
heard the more I’ve felt we 


need to do something. But 
we keep on prevaricating. 

“The district council 
has absolved its responsi- 
bility. 

“If we prevaricate any 
more then the network will 
be de-commissioned.” 

The council was divided 
when it came to the final 
decision, so it was chair- 
man, Colin Morgan, who 
cast the deciding vote in 
favour of taking over the 
cameras. 

The CCTV network, 
worth £300,000, will now 
be transferred to the town 
council’s ownership. 

Running the system will 
add £32,000 to the town 
council’s budget, a cost 
which they voted to add 
onto council tax bills for 
people living in the town. 

This is estimated to 
work out at an average of 
around £3 extra per home 
in the town.

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A PROGRAMME to train 
police in Northamptonshire 
about dealing with ‘high- 
risk’ situations could be 
rolled out across the globe 
after forces as far away as 
Hong Kong expressed an 
interest in the adopting the 
scheme. 

Since May last year North- 
amptonshire Police has been 
training all of the force’s 
response officers with a se- 
ries of role play scenarios.

ously failed to deal with vic- 
tims of crime appropriately.

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Football ground relay for charity 


THOUSANDS of people are expected to 
take part in a relay between all 92 foot- 
ball league grounds in the country to 
help raise money in the fight against vi- 
olence following the murder of a North- 
ampton tourist. 

People can run, cycle, skateboard, 
rollerblade, swim or use any non-mo- 
torised means to complete one leg of 
the relay in aid of Always A Chance, 
which tackles the social causes of vio- 
lent crime in the UK. 

The charity was set up in memory of 
24-year-old James Kouzaris and 25-year- 
old James Cooper who were shot dead 
while on holiday in Florida in April. 

Mr Kouzaris, of Northampton, and 
Mr Cooper, of Warwick, were on holi- 
day together with Mr Cooper’s parents 
in the upmarket island city of Long- 


boat Key, about 12 miles from the crime 
scene. 

The 92 Football Club Relay will be 
staged between February and April and 
will cover 2,200 miles across England 
and Wales. 

The relay will see Always A Chance 
promoting its message for the first time 
on a national scale and it hopes to raise 
£200,000 during the 12-week fund-rais- 
er through half-time presentations and 
bucket collections en-route. 

Charity chief executive Joe Hallett 
said: “We are a youthful charity - eve- 
ryone involved is under the age of 26 
— and we want to show that young peo- 
ple have the ability and opportunity to 
help other young people who are less 
fortunate than themselves. 

“We’re really keen to make it a fresh 


and fun charity and that’s what this 
event is about. 

“For football fans this represents a 
great opportunity to get involved with 
their favourite club, and maybe even 
meet some of the team. 

“It’s also a great way for people to 
raise money for a charity close to their 
hearts, as we’re more than happy to 
split the money raised with other good 
causes.” 

People of different ages, abilities and 
backgrounds will be able to take part 
in the relay. The shortest leg will be the 
half-mile between the Nottingham For- 
est and Notts County grounds, with the 
longest being the final 117-mile stretch 
from Manchester United’s home at Old 
Trafford back to Sixfields stadium in 
Northampton.

RESEARCH carried out by The 
University of Northampton Busi- 
ness School has revealed the 
effort of providing service with 
a smile can leave workers feel- 
ing “emotionally exhausted and 
cynical” 

A team of psychologists, led by Dr 
Cristina Quinoges-Garcia, asked 199 
customer service employees to complete 
a questionnaire. 

The workers’ answers measured the 
extent to which they were required 
to simulate emotion in their jobs, the 
amount of effort they had to put in to 
achieve this and the extent to which they 
were emotionally exhausted and cyni- 
cal. 

The results showed that people who 
felt they had to make a greater effort 
than most to simulate cheerfulness were 
significantly more likely to be left feeling 
both emotionally exhausted and cynical. 

Dr Quinoges-Garcia said: “This study 
has two practical implications. The per- 
ceived effort of candidates should be 
evaluated at the recruitment stage as 
this could help identify those individu- 
als who are more vulnerable to burnout. 


“And organisations should have mech- 
anisms in place to help employees build 
resources that help them cope with the 
emotional labour they have to carry out 
when dealing with customers.’

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LORD Naseby is to tackle 
the Government about 
plans to build a wind farm 
next to the historic Battle 
of Naseby site in North- 
amptonshire. 

A planning inspector last 
month overturned Daventry Dis- 
trict Council’s decision to block 
energy firm EON’s plans to build 
six turbines near the Naseby bat- 
tlefield. 

The decision was labelled “dis- 
graceful” by the area’s MP, Chris 
Heaton-Harris, and strongly crit- 
icised by historians, who said 
the move would damage views of 
the battlefield for generations. 

To highlight opposition to the 
plans, Lord Naseby was due to 
raise the issue in the House of 
Lords this afternoon, when he 
was expected to ask whether the 
Government would intervene in 
the issue. The Lord’s involvement 
has been welcomed by historians 
who have been campaigning for 
years to boost Naseby’s reputa- 
tion on the international stage. 

Martin Marix Evans, who has 
written books on Naseby and is 
trustee of the Battlefields Trust, 
said: “I hope the Government’s 
ministers will realise how im-

portant this is when it’s brought 
up in the House of Lords. 

“It’s great that Lord Naseby 
has decided to take the issue up. 
He’s doing an immense amount 
of work for the battlefield at the 
moment and is really helping us 
with our project to build a visitor 
centre close to the battle site. 

“Hopefully the people in power 
will take notice of Naseby now it 
is being mentioned on such a big 
stage.” 


The planning inspector al- 


lowed the wind farm develop- 
ment to go ahead despite admit- 
ting the turbines would harm 
the battlefield. 

He argued the damage would 
be minimised because the tur- 


bines would be taken down in 25 
years’ time. 

EON have also said they firmly 
believed the wind farm ‘repre- 
sents the right technology , in 
the right location to ensure ener- 
gy security and combat climate 
change’. 

Hundreds of soldiers died in 
the battle between Parliament’s 
New Model Army and King 
Charles I’s Royalist forces at 
Naseby on June 14, 1645. 

The key battle of the civil war 
is recognised as one of the most 
important ever to be fought on 
British soil. 

It led to the creation of the 
modern system of Parliamen- 
tary democracy.

The film opens with Hoover (DiC- 
aprio) clinging to power, assisted as 
ever by loyal secretary Helen Gandy 
(Naomi Watts). 

He begins to dictate his memoirs 

to Agent Smith (Ed Westwick) and 
drifts back in time in hazy reminis- 
cences to the 1919 bombings which 
sent shockwaves through Washing- 
ton DC.

everything fits but acres of hard 

plastic are unlikely to have male 
motorheads dreaming of the own- 
ership experience. 

The old model was spacious 
within its modest dimensions; 
the new one gains a little inte- 
rior room and slightly larger 

boot, thanks to thinner (but still 

comfortably supportive) front 
seats and a slimmer tailgate lock. 
Thoughtful stuff. 

The newcomer also weighs a lit- 
tle less than before and smoothes 
its way through the air better than 
anything else in its class. That ought 
to mean less work for the engine and 
fewer visits to the filling station. And 
it seems to work; my week at the wheel 
recorded 47mpg on the car’s trip com- 
puter.

er was braking. That simply meant 

a strained sounding engine and an 
instant desire to change up manually 
on the racer-like paddles behind the 
steering wheel. 

Talking steering wheels; that on the 
Yaris is the nicest I’ve come across in 
months; leather covered and sensu- 
ously shaped under the fingers. 

At low speeds the extra soundproof- 
ing in the latest car is obvious in the 
way it performs like a much larger 
vehicle. At higher speeds there’s rather 
more racket, but never enough to in- 
trude on a conversation. 

The Yaris also stays composed on 
poor roads, with a ride good enough to 
pass muster in a dearer car. 

So it passes all the practical tests 
with flying colours. What the latest 
Yaris is not is exciting to drive. 

But the likely buyer won’t worry 
much about that and ought to be im- 
pressed instead by its obvious quality 
and the friendly and unassuming way 
the car goes about its owner’s business.

Saints’ future Is 
‘at the Gardens’ 


SAINTS chairman Leon Bar- 
well believes selling out si 
limmk will stand the club in 
good stead as it looks to fill 
an expanded Franklin’s Gar- 
dens in years to come. 

Saints take on Munster in the fi- 
nal Heineken Cup pool clash on Sat- 
urday evening (ko 6pm), and despite 
Jim Mallinder’s men now having 
little to no chance of reaching the 
quarter-finals, 22,000 fans will be in 
Milton Keynes to see the clash. 

As well as being a welcome finan- 
cial boost for the club, Barwell feels 
it is a sign that the time is right to 
expand the Gardens and pull in 
even more supporters. 

There was some criticism from 
fans for taking the game to Milton 
Keynes, and with work on the expan- 
sion of the Gardens not due to start 


until the end of next season, the 
club may need to go there again. 

But Barwell insisted the £6m in- 
vestment in the Gardens shows that 
the club’s long term future is in the 
town. 

Barwell said: “It is fantastic we 
have sold out the game. We are look- 
ing to redevelop Franklin’s Gardens 
with the capacity going up to 16,000. 
We are investing £6m to do that and 
our main emphasis is to expand 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

“There will be about 2,000 Mun- 
ster fans there on Saturday, so there 
will be 20,000 Saints fans there. 
There will be nearly 10,000 more 
people able to watch the game, and 
all those extra supporters will hope- 
fully help us generate more fans in 
the future. 

“Milton Keynes is a target mar- 
ket for us, it is just down the road, 


and we need to attract another 2,000 
to 3,000 fans to fill the expanded 
ground in the future.” 

And Barwell is expecting the 
clash at Milton Keynes to boost the 
Saints’ coffers, with the extra gate 
revenue bringing in a ‘six-figure 
sum’. 

But Barwell said there were no 
plans for any more games to be held 
at stadiummk, though quarter-fi- 
nals of the Heineken Cup have to 
played at grounds with a capacity 
of 15,000 or more according to com- 
petition rules. 

“We know the decision to take the 
game to Milton Keynes has not been 
universally popular,” added Bar- 
well, who confirmed the club is still 
on course to submit its ground ex- 
pansion plans to Northampton Bor- 
ough Council in March or April. 

“But it has given an extra 10,000 


fans the chance to see the game 
live. 

“Though the primary reason for 
moving there was not financial, in 
a competitive environment we need 
to grow our revenues to remain at 
the top level of the sport. 

“We have no confirmed plans to 
take any other games to Milton Key- 
nes. We are committed to Franklin’s 
Gardens, but Milton Keynes is al- 
ways there as an option.” 

Saints know that a bonus point 
win over Munster will guarantee 
them a place in the last eight of the 
Amlin European Challenge Cup. 

A five-point win would also mean 
Saints have the slightest of chances 
of still progressing into the last 
eight of the Heineken Cup, although 
results in several of the other final 
pool games would have to go their 
way. 


KELVIN LANGMEAD wants to repay 
the faith shown in him by Cobblers 
boss Aidy Boothroyd by playing his 
part in the club’s climb to Football 
League safety. 

And the central defender says he 
will ‘never give up’ hope that the team 
can drag themselves out of the npower 
League Two mire. 

After a run of games against some 
of the division’s promotion-chasing 
teams, Town face Barnet on Saturday 
in the first of three home games in a 
row against sides from league two’s 
bottom half. 

After the Bees, Macclesfield and 
Wimbledon visit, and Langmead wants 
to prove to the manager in those games 
and the ones away from Sixfields that 
he was right to make the defender’s 
move from Peterborough United per- 
manent. 

“When a manager of his stature is 
keen to bring you in and keen to sign 
you it’s always going to give you a posi- 
tive lift and it certainly did that,” he 
said. “I’m delighted to be here perma- 
nently. It’s something I did want to do 
and I hope I can reward him by getting 
out of the bottom two. 

“The turnaround is the most impor- 
tant thing. Ten games ago we weren’t 
even matching teams and we were get- 
ting beat from the start. Things change 
when a manager comes in, they do 
things differently, and we’ve respond- 
ed really well to the change. 

“We realise there needs to be more 
points picked up but we know as a 
group that it’s changing and the fans 
can see that it’s changing.” 

Time is on the Cobblers’ side with 
20 matches left to play and further re- 
inforcements likely to be added to the 
squad in the coming weeks. Town are 
still in the market for a goalkeeper fol- 
lowing the injury to Shane Higgs and 
could sign as many as two more players. 

But while there are still plenty of 
points at stake, Langmead is aware the 
season is now in its back stretch and is 
cautious the games will soon start to 
run out. 

“T’ll never give up and it’s the same 
for the rest of the squad as well,” he 
said. “You can say we’ve got 20 games 
to go but that’ll soon be 15 and then it 
will be 10. 

“We can’t wait for those games 
thinking it’s comfortable, we’ve got 
to start winning games now and that 
starts against Barnet on Saturday.” 

Kick-off at Sixfields for the Barnet 
clash is 3pm. Last Saturday, Town 
were beaten 5-2 by Southend United, 
conceding three times in the final nine 
minutes. 
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
